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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The following report is made in compliance with a vote 
passed at the last annual town meeting: 

We think for the most part our schools have been quite 
successful, and in no case are we obliged to report fail- 
ures; still they are not doing all that should be done. 

There is one great requisition necessary to the attain- 
ment of knowledge, and that is labor—hard, untiring, per- 
severing labor—and we think that parents,as well as teach- 
ers and scholars, should join heart and hand in this great 
work. 

Agents, see that you secure the right teachers for your 
schools and leave them untrammelled by word or deed 
from any source, then if trouble arises settle it through 
the proper channel and all will be well. “A word to the 
wise is sufficient.” 

Our efforts ,have been to secure among pupils as 
thorough an understanding of the subjects taken up as 
practicable, with these considerations constantly before 
us: (1) that one thing really mastered is worth many 
slightly gone over; (2) that thorough or shallow habits of 
study, formed in school days, are almost certain indices of 
successful manhood in the one case, or of entirely the 
reverse in the other; (3) that these habits are fully under 
the control of the individual’s own will, thus enabling him 
to form the one or the other, just as he determines; and 
(4) that good deep scholarship often comes more from per- 
sistent application than from brilliant native endowments. 
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Thus impressed, we have carefully examined your can- 
didates for teachers and closely looked after them, thereby 
to know that they were faithfully striving for the right 
object, or to suggest improvement when found needed, and 
we have the great pleasure of saying that they have 
promptly and cheerfully acceded to our wishes, evidently 
striving to carry them out as best they could; that our 
labors together have been of the most harmonious charac- 
ter, and therefore the more advantageous to the pupils. 

Let us here bestow a few thoughts upon your -text 
books. We thought it best to exchange some of them, so 
there would be a less number of classes, and by so doing 
to give more time to each class.
